Goals from Andy and Eddie Johnson as well 
as Norwegian Erik Nevland sealed the match for 
the Cottagers, who were far from fluent but still 
too much for the reigning A-League champions 
to handle. 

Fulham coach Roy Hodgson sent out a fairly 
strong starting XI containing both of his first 
choice strikers in Andy Johnson and Bobby 

amora as well as skipper Danny Murphy and 
several other first team players. 

The Victory were at near full strength, with 
Brazillian striker Ney Fabiano and midfielder 
Grant Brebner both sitting out with injury, but 
otherwise Ernie Merrick picked near his stron- 
gest XI. 

Despite the clear gulf in class between the two 
sides, it was Melbourne who had the better of 
the early exchanges. 

They were nearly gifted a goal in the first 
minute when Thompson intercepted a lazy pass

With Johnson clear in the six yard box and 
poised to score, Melbourne captain Kevin 
Muscat’s crude challenge on the forward gave 
referee Strebre Dilovski no cause to hesitate in 
pointing to the spot, Johnson duly converting. 

Fulham looked sharper in the second half, 
their class shining through. 

Andy Johnson, who was busy through- 
out, switched play from the left to Gera who 
swivelled nicely, cutting back for Zamora 
beautifully. Zamora had plenty of time to poke 
a goal home from 6 yards, but took too long, his 
eventual shot cleared off the line. 

Archie Thompson nearly got one back for 
the Victory against the run of play but he hit 
the crossbar from 7 yards out after meeting a 
Pondeljak cross in the 63rd minute 

Fulham, who were growing in fluidity, made 
it 2-0 when substitute striker Eddie Johnson was 
played in by a lovely through ball from Iranian 
international Andranik, putting him one out with 
Moss, the big American striker finishing nicely 
in the 68th minute. 


And again it was the clever Iranian who inter- 
cepted a sloppy Kevin Muscat pass in defence 
and played through Erik Nevland, the Norwe- 
gian striker making no mistake with the finish in 
the 74th minute. 

And it should have been 4-0 after Nevland 
was again was played one out with Moss just 
before full-time. His chip over the advancing 
keeper hit the underside of the crossbar, bounc- 
ing down and then out of the goalmouth.

As he was tackled on 
the edge of the box the ball spilled forward to 
Francesco Stella who had a shot blocked and 
then had Peter Zois dive and stop the ball at 
his feet when he tried to round the goalkeeper 
after picking up the rebound.

Gambling with safety 
FRANKSTON Pines can’t stay out of 
the news. Now the 
State One outfit 

is scratching its 
head in disbelief at 
Football Federation 
Victoria’s refusal 
of its request last 
week to change the 
kick-off times of its 
remaining Saturday home games from 
7pm to 3pm. 

Pines recently had a season-ending suspen- 
sion overturned on appeal and had a $3000 
fine imposed for club misconduct charges 
arising out of spectator trouble against St 
Albans Dinamo three weeks ago. St Albans 
was fined $7000 and deducted nine league 
points. I understand that Dinamo will pursue 
an appeal through Football Federation 
Australia. 

Believing that they had identified the parties 
involved in the spectator clash Pines wanted 
to switch to the regular afternoon kick-off to 
lessen the chances of those parties attending 
their remaining home matches. 

But they struck an impenetrable barrier in 
the form of a commercial decision taken 

by FFA on behalf of its state and territory 
federations. 

That decision, to enter into an agreement 
with pools giant Littlewoods, has locked 
Pines into a 7pm kick-off for at least its next 
two home games until the British season 
gets underway in early August. 

FFV competitions manager Mariela Pena 
last week informed Pines that her depart- 
ment was unable to accede to the fixture 
change request citing the danger of FFV 
being in breach of contract. 

Soccer Pools as we know it here is not an 
issue as its match listings regularly involve 
Saturday and Sunday fixtures and it’s 

a simple numbers game where six cor- 

rect numbers wins the first division prize. 
However, things are different at Littlewoods 
where a vast range of more exotic football 
bets are available. 

Imagine the scenario whereby Pines is listed 
as a Littlewoods’ match with a kick-off at 
7pm Australian Eastern Standard Time. 
Let’s say that Littlewoods suspends betting 
on this game at 6pm. To have the match 
suddenly re-arranged to the 3pm timeslot 

is a potential logistics headache for the 
gambling giant and not the best customer 
relations venture when punters try and have 
a flutter on a game for which betting was 
suspended at, say, 2pm. 

But there’s another angle to all of this and 
it’s one that does not portray FFA in a 
favourable light. Okay, we all understand 
that a commercial decision was entered into 
to add to the sport’s revenue base through 
an association with gambling but that same 
commercial decision now takes precedence 
over what Pines see as a health and safety 
issue. 

Pines strongly believe that they are acting in 
the best interests of the game by changing 
the kick-off time and I can see their point. 

I also can see the bind that FFV is in 
through no fault of its own.

Monterey mites 

TOM O’Halloran’s level three senior 
coaching badge comes in handy at 
Monterey Reserve where it doubles as 
childminding accreditation. 

And there’s no doubt that childminding pays 
higher rates than the head coaching gig at 
the Pines! 

It’s fair to say that when O’ Halloran ac- 
cepted the senior job for the 2009 season he 
had firmly clasped what most others viewed 
as a poisoned chalice. 

But despite the trials and tribulations 

of what has been a tumultuous season, 

O’ Halloran hasn’t lost his sense of humour. 
At the recent appeals hearing which over- 
turned season-ending suspensions to Pines 
and St Albans Dinamo, O’ Halloran met the 
St Albans president. 

“T told him that his club had more people 

at the appeal hearing than we had financial 
members,” said O’ Halloran. 

That’s not just funny, it’s true. In fact it was 
serious cash flow problems (a fancy term 
for near crippling debt) that forced Pines to 
revamp its thinking regarding player pay- 
ments this season. 

The only way forward for the club was, with 
a handful of exceptions, to rely on youth 
and the player statistics from this season tell 
the tale of just how far the club went with 
such a policy. 

Of the 42 players for the senior and reserve 
squads just two are over 21 and 29 players 
have had senior experience this season.

Yet the Monterey mites have twice squared 
off this season against championship con- 
tender Northcote and remain unbeaten, both 
games ending in draws.

RACE FOR A FINALS PLACE 


Club By Club Analysis Of The Flome Stretch In the VPL

oO 
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s the 2009 VPL season 
rumbles closer to the 
finals series, a log- 
jammed table makes 
for a drama packed final four 
rounds of action. 

Just five points separate sec- 
ond placed South Melbourne 
and seventh placed Sunshine, 
with the stage set for an excit- 
ing final month. 

Goal!Weekly’s Chris Aloi 
takes a brief look at each team 
as they embark on the home 
stretch in their quest for finals 
football. 


Dandenong Thunder enjoy an 
eight point lead atop the table, and 
have laid down the challenge to the 
rest of the competition from day one. 
In the club’s first season in the top 
flight since 1998, the Thunder have 
lost just once and boast a talented 
squad with a great balance of high- 
quality experienced players and a 
clutch of talented, exciting youth 
which has burst onto the VPL scene. 

They should comfortably finish 
first and have a favourable draw for 
the last month of the season, which 
includes home matches against 
Richmond and Melbourne Knights 
plus an away fixture at bottom side 
Preston. The one to beat. 


South Melbourne are in second 
place have one of the strongest 
squads in the competition that 
should definitely make the finals 
after a season through which they 


have improved. They'll need to play 
well over the last month as they’re 
up against Hume City at home and 
away to Altona on the run home but 
will be a real premiership contender 
if they can win those key matches 
and finish in the top two. 


The 2008 Premiers Altona Magic 
have been quietly picking up points 
along the way and after a slow start 
to their title defence sit third on the 
table. Aside from hosting South 
Melbourne, the Magic meet no other 
side currently in the top five though 
away games at Melbourne Knights 
and Oakleigh might test them. 
Should play finals football but could 
be one to drop if they fail to get de- 
cent results. 


Since installing Andy Vlahos as 
playing coach, Hume City have 
been a dangerous opponent in the 
second half of the season and could 
be a premiership bolter. Sitting 
fourth, they still have some work to 
do to ensure a spot in the finals and 
are away to South Melbourne this 
weekend, but finish the season with 
consecutive home matches against 
Richmond and Oakleigh giving them 
every opportunity of booking their 
spot in the final five. 


Heidelberg United have occupied 
the top four for much of the season, 
but find themselves at risk of miss- 
ing finals after losing at the week- 
end. The Warriors have three of 
their last four matches at home, but 
have sides beneath them snapping 


at their heels, so they need to make 
sure of them. They face Dande- 
nong at home in the last round of 
the season, and will want to have 
made sure of their place in the finals 
before that. 


Green Gully are another side who 
have made a coaching change 
during the season, their place in 

the finals hinges on three consecu- 
tive away games coming up, two of 
those against Hume City and Heidel- 
berg. The Cavaliers have been good 
in patches this season and they can 
hurt teams on their day but need to 
lift to make finals. 


Sunshine Georgies coach Andy 
O’Dell has built a team who have 
not given an inch this season, grind- 
ing out hard-earned points away 
and giving visiting sides to Chaplin 
reserve a real battle. They have 

a decent run home with matches 
against bottom sides Preston and 
Whittlesea coming up, wins in those 
matches could see the Georgies 
sneak into the finals in their return to 
the VPL this season. A real chance. 


Oakleigh Cannons can still make 
the finals but need to lift consider- 
ably if they are to get there. The 
Cannons got on the end of a 3-0 
scoreline against Richmond at the 
weekend which would not have 
done much for their confidence. 

In their favour is hosting their next 
three matches but are it will be 
tough from here, meeting South Mel- 
bourne, Altona and away to Hume 


City on the final day of the season. 


The Melbourne Knights haven't 
had the season that the Somers St 
faithful would’ve hoped for but after 
beating Heidelberg yesterday have 
won two in a row and go into the 
home stretch with confidence. They 
travel to Dandenong next week and 
also meet Altona and host local 
rivals Sunshine before the season 
is through. A three point deduction 
doesn’t help the Knights’ cause. Still 
a mathematical chance but would 
need a massive turnaround in for- 
tunes from here on in. 


Richmond Eagles started the sea- 
son well but lost five in a row before 
beating Oakleigh at the weekend. 
Still a mathematical possibility but 
with 21 points after 18 rounds they 
have a huge task ahead of them and 
would need a lot of other results to 
go their way. The Eagles travel to 
Dandenong this weekend and if they 
became the first team to win there 
this season it may spur them to an 
unlikely appearance in the finals but 
the chances of that appear remote. 


Preston Lions and Whittlesea 
Zebras have had seasons to forget, 
the bottom placed pair assured of 
relegation to State League 1 next 
year with both clubs suffering off- 
field issues as well as on the score- 
board throughout the season. 
However, if either side show 
some late season fight and pick up 
some unlikely points they could be 
crucial to shaping the top five.

PINES WON’T GIVE IN 


Frankston’s Matt Morris-Thomas 


Plenty Of Fight Left In Morris-Thomas 


ITH a surname more 
aligned with the demo- 
graphics of Toorak than 
Frankston North, Matt 
Morris-Thomas revels in playing regu- 
lar senior football for Frankston Pines 
and his attitude typifies the working 
class ethic entrenched in that part of 
Melbourne. 
“We'll fight to the end, make no mistake 
about that,” is his blunt response to the ques- 
tion of whether Pines can avoid relegation 
from State One. 
“We’re proud of our achievements this 
season. We’ve got the youngest squad in the 
league by a mile but we never give up and 
no-one has played us off the park. No-one.

We’re a pretty well organised side and 
it’s just a matter of some of the young guys 
coming out of their shells.” 
He’s allowed to say that. He’s all of 19 years 
old which places him in the older bracket 
when compared to so many of his team- 
mates. 
His coach is an unabashed fan, calling the 
teenager “a very talented young player, one 
of the best that Pines have.” 
O’ Halloran likes the youngster’s quick feet 
but wants Morris-Thomas’s aerobic fitness 
to reach much higher levels. “I’d love him to 
become a box-to-box player,” says the coach. 
Morris-Thomas is Pines’ longest-serving 
player having started with the club as a five- 
year-old. Under coach Michael Rudski he 
played in the championship-winning under- 
11 and under-12 sides and he describes 
Rudski as “good fitness-wise and good on 
formation and shape.” 
Back then Morris-Thomas was a central mid- 
fielder and it’s where he’s played most of his 
career, however, he’s been mainly used up 
front this year. 
“Look, I’ll play wherever Tommy wants me 
to play. I love playing in midfield but if I’m 
needed up front then that’s okay.” 
He surely is one of the youngest ever players 
to play at under-21 level making his debut in 
the Pines reserves when he was just 12. 
Adam Jamieson was reserves coach back 
then and Stan Webster was in charge of the 
seniors. And the youngster had a dream 
debut, scoring the winner against Oakleigh 
reserves. It’s a goal that’s etched in his 
memory. 
“We didn’t have enough players so they gave 
me a go. It was 0-0 with five minutes to go 
when our goalkeeper played a long ball and I 
ran onto it. I took a touch then hit it into the 
bottom right-hand corner for the winner.

“At the end of that season Stan took me 
aside and told me that if I wanted to test my- 
self it would be better if I moved on. Michael 
Rudski knew the under-13 coach at South 
Melbourne so I went there and we won the 
under-13 Super League that season. 

“Tt was difficult to get used to at first. The 
coach didn’t speak much English but his son 
was the captain and also the interpreter. They 
used me as a central midfielder and I played 
every week which was great.” 

The following season Jamieson still was 
reserves coach and asked Morris-Thomas to 
return to Pines. The youngster played in the 
reserves and the under-14s that season. 

“T was on the bench for the reserves at first 
but I worked my way into the side. We 
finished midtable which was a pretty good 
effort for such a young team.” 

In the 2007 season, Morris-Thomas made 
some first team appearances coming off the 
bench. There was little change last season 
and seeing little progress towards achieving 
his aim of establishing himself in the seniors 
he started to think long and hard about 
switching clubs. 

Jamieson had taken over as senior coach, 
guiding Pines into Premier League for the 


2008 season only to be replaced part of the 
way into last season by Dougie Hodgson. 
“Look, Adam’s a good coach. I’ve got no 
complaints other than there were times on a 
Thursday night at training when I would be 
told that I’d probably be starting only to turn 
up on the Saturday to find out that I wasn’t. 
That’s the only issue I’ve got. I kept getting 
told that we needed to fight relegation and 
we needed to use experienced players. 
“Doug’s a very good coach but he was pretty 
much the same when it came to preferring 
experienced players. The way we trained and 
the way he talked was excellent. He takes no 
shit from anyone. He’s also very good tacti- 
cally in fact he’s very professional in the way 
he goes about things. 

“T spoke to Doug a couple of times about my 
situation. He told me that I was young and 
that I had to be patient. He said he’d had to 
face the same thing himself and he told me 
to work harder and my time would come.” 
Although that time is now it has arrived amid 
much turmoil. 

Upheaval beset the club during the off-sea- 
son, sparked by a major debt burden. A mass 
player exodus ensued and the committee 

was in limbo until Morris-Thomas’ mother, 


Dianne, stepped into the breach as president. 
Pines opened this season with a mountain 

to climb facing title challenger Bentleigh 
Greens at Kingston Heath Soccer Complex. 
Morris-Thomas played a lone hand up front 
that night in a losing side and he’s honest 
enough to admit that there were times when 
his work rate let him down. 

“Tommy kept telling us to stick to our game 
plan which was basically to soak up their 
pressure then get at them quickly on counter 
attacks. I was isolated up front and I was 
disappointed with my work rate. They would 
hold the ball at the back and make me run 
and it felt like I was doing doggies most of 
the night.” 

It was different the following week at home 
when O’ Halloran used two up front and 
Morris-Thomas was more comfortable with 
some support. 

“We’re young and we’re quick and we’ve 
been creating chances most of the season but 
just not taking them.” 

As if the weekly challenge of facing expe- 
rienced and more physical opponents was 
not enough, a bombshell was dropped a few 
weeks back when Pines were found guilty of 
misconduct charges and suspended for the 
remainder of the season. It’s an experience 
Morris-Thomas is in no hurry to relive. 
“Generally speaking as players we steer clear 
of all the politics and mum doesn’t really 
talk to me about any of that stuff anyway. 
But when we turned up to training that 
Thursday (after the Wednesday night tribunal 
decision) we were all in shock when we were 
told. 

“We were all pretty down and confused 
about the whole thing. But we still trained. 
Tommy just told us that the club would fight 
the decision and we just had to keep thinking 
that we'd get back into the league.” 

When the club’s suspension was overturned 
on appeal, Morris-Thomas didn’t have long 
to celebrate. A couple of days later Pines 
travelled to John Cain Reserve to confront 
title challenger Northcote and came away 
with a meritorious 1—1 draw. 
Morris-Thomas thinks his strong suit is as an 
attacking midfielder. He likes nothing better 
than to run at defenders and whip the ball 
into the penalty area or take the responsibil- 
ity of creating a chance for himself. 

He believes that he has to work on the de- 
fensive aspects of his game and getting back 
behind the ball quicker but he remains highly 
motivated and ambitious. 

“T want to go as far as I can. Playing in the 
A-League would be awesome. My first 
target though is to try and establish myself 
in Premier League if possible then maybe 
Aaron Healey (Melbourne Victory assistant 
coach) will notice me.” 

Plenty of observers at other clubs have 
noticed him already, among them Heidelberg 
United coach George Katsakis. 

But that’s in the future. For now, Morris- 
Thomas must knuckle down with his team- 
mates and meet an immediate challenge 
head-on. 

It’s been a season that could so easily have 
broken lesser spirits but Morris-Thomas and 
Frankston Pines will live to fight another 
day.

A STEP AWAY FROM NUMBER ONE 
Understudy Langerak Aims To Dux The Class 


he laughter that regularly 

punctuates Mitchell Langer- 

ak’s sentences, and scatters 

itself throughout his speech, 
indicates a young footballer very 
much at ease with life at the nation’s 
strongest A-League club. 

He has every right to be pleased with his 
place in Melbourne. At just 20, and in only 
his third year at the club, he is closing in on 
the number one shirt at Melbourne Victory. 
It has been a rapid progression to would- 
be first choice goalkeeper which began in 
the tiny mining town of Tieri, about 900 
kilometres north-west of Brisbane. 

“Tt’s a town of only 1000 people, the 
football club doesn’t even exist anymore,” 
Langerak says of his junior football days. 
“It was more of a fun thing when we were 
younger; I used to learn how to keep by 
watching the Premier League boys on TV, 
and learning by myself.” 

Despite growing up in a bastion of rugby, 
Langerak’s focus rarely strayed from 
football. “When I was younger I played a 
little bit of rugby and cricket like all Aussie 
boys,” he says. “But football was always, 
for me, number one ... I'll tell you I was 
good [at rugby and cricket], but I was aver- 
age at best.” 

Aged 14, Langerak and family — parents 
Mark and Debbie and sisters, Jenna and 
Jade — moved south to Bundaberg, and sub- 
sequent success in a larger context led to an 
AIS scholarship and representative duties 
for the young Socceroos in 2006, before 
Victory recruiters called with an offer to 
move to Melbourne a year later. 

Relocation to big city Melbourne could 
have been daunting for an 18-year-old 
from small town rural Queensland, but 
acclimatisation was to be the most difficult 
adjustment. 

“Tt was a big move but it was a smooth 
transition to be honest,” he muses. “I fitted 
in pretty well straight into Melbourne. I 
love the city — it’s fantastic. In my opinion, 
it’s the best city in Australia — easily,” he 
continues, intending no disrespect to his 
Queensland upbringing. “That’s what made 
it so easy to move down. The only problem 
is the cold.” 

He attributes part of his seamless reloca- 
tion to the structure of Melbourne Victory 
and the support provided from within. “At 
Victory ... everyone was so supportive,” 
he reflects appreciatively. “It’s such a good 
club to be at because there are no cliques 
or anything like that — we’re a tight knit 
bunch. To have support from everyone is a 
really good thing.” 

As part of the support and development 
process at Victory, Langerak was sent on 
loan to South Melbourne in the Victorian 
Premier League immediately after arriving 
in 2007. 

It was during this loan spell that report- 
ing duties made me a first-hand witness 
to Langerak, and stand-out performances 
from a young, unrecognised goalkeeper 
immediately pide my interest. Plain to 


see was the talent that convinced Victory 
officials to convert the boy from Bundaberg 
into a Melbournian. 

Queried about his perception of the league 
and its role in his development, after some- 
what apologetically admitting my naiveté 
on first-viewing, he acclaims the league’s 
influence on his development. 

“T don’t think the VPL gets as much credit 
as it deserves,” he responds, taking no of- 
fence to my contrite confession of igno- 
rance. 


indicates the requisite self-belief. 

14 games at South Melbourne in 2007 and 
the departure of Victory back-up goal- 
keeper Eugene Galekovic later that year 
fast-tracked Langerak to second-choice 
gloveman at Victory. 

His debut arrived against Sydney in round 
21 of the 2007-08 season. Langerak strode 
onto the pitch that afternoon in front of a 
crowd about 20 times the population of his 
home town, Tieri, and departed the ground 
90 minutes later having played his part in a

“Going to South Melbourne was probably 
the best thing for me when I first came to 
Melbourne because I got the opportunity to 
play against good players as well as learn 
to play in a team that strives to win and 
expects to win every game. It was a real 
learning curve and I developed as player so 
much just by being there.” 

At just 18, his evident youth was exag- 
gerated by those that surrounded him 
on the pitch; but his mature presence in 
South’s goalmouth, in command of a senior 
defensive line, belied his boyish looks. 
These teenage performances in a league of 
men insisted on an imminent ascent. 

“Tt is tough,” he says of the task of instruct- 
ing players many years his senior. “Espe- 
cially when no one knows anything about 
you.” 

There is a level of confidence required 
to instruct players of recognised talent and 
experience; a self-assurance that necessi- 
tates an absolute belief in one’s own abili- 
ties. Listening to Langerak’s poised speech 


2-2 draw. 

Langerak suggests that Victory’s sizeable 
crowds, regularly the envy of fellow A- 
League clubs, affect him less than they do 
his parents. “They’re just shocked by how 
many fans we have got and how much the 
fans love the team,” he explains. 

“When they come down and watch the 
games they love the atmosphere. They 
love just watching the fans more than the 
game,” he modestly suggests. Though, like 
any parents watching the pursuits of their 
offspring, it’s unlikely their proud eyes 
stray for long. 

He naturally misses his Queensland- 
based family and friends but, with the way 
his Melbourne life is unfolding, the desire 
to return home is non-existent — even with 
the two new Queensland-based A-League 
sides which could facilitate a northern 
move. 

“T wasn’t tempted [to join either of the 
new Queensland A-League sides] at all,” 
he siecle avows. “I love aa at 


Melbourne Victory. It’s the best club in 
Australia ... I think we’ve got the best 
facilities, the best staff, the best set up. 
Everything here is perfect for the players to 
excel in all areas.” 

Victory incumbent Michael Theoklitos’ 
decision to pursue a career in Europe has 
presented Langerak with an enviable op- 
portunity to excel in the coming season 

— the chance to become Victory’s number 
one. 

Having already performed first-choice 
goalkeeping duties in Victory’s pre-season 
fixtures, Langerak is locked in a two-way 
battle with New Zealand international 
Glenn Moss for the role full-time. 

“It’s going to be a big battle with Glen 
Moss for the number one shirt, he’s a 
fantastic goalkeeper,” he enthuses. “It’s 
going to be really tough ... We both push 
each other really hard in training and that’s 
exactly what you want ... hopefully it’Il be 
the best thing for the club.” 

Watching Theoklitos set off on the well- 
worn path to Europe, Langerak admits he 
too holds European aspirations; but Victory 
officials and fans needn’t worry, as he 
doesn’t plan to act on them any time soon. 

“T think every footballer has got ambi- 
tions to go to Europe and play over there,” 
he utters, articulating the once-held dream 
of generations of junior footballers. “But 
for the time being, and over the next few 
years, I just want to focus one hundred per 
cent on playing for Melbourne Victory and 
doing well.” 

For now, he continues to divide his time 
between football and a business degree at 
Victoria University, but it’s clear it isn’t 
equally apportioned between the two. “It’s 
not like I turn up,” he laughs, detailing his 
university attendance. “I don’t even really 
go ... I just wing it somehow”. 

With his talents and prospects, it isn’t like- 
ly that a business degree will be required 
any time soon. And, until then, football 
provides him with an inarguable excuse for 
missing assessment. 

While formal tertiary study may not 
command his full attention, the study of 
football is constant for Langerak. 

“T pick up anything from any goalkeeper 
I watch on TV,” he says. “No matter who 
you watch, you’ll always pick something 
up. You’ll be like ‘can I put that into my 
game’, or ‘he does that well’ ... It’s impor- 
tant to watch and learn.” 

Though, he is cautious not to overdo the 
football analysis. “I’ve got a reputation for 
being someone who thinks about football 
too much,” he muses. “So it’s important 
for me to try and get my mind off things.” 
Which he says does with the help of house- 
mates, and fellow Victory players, Leigh 
Broxham and Nathan Elasi. 

As our interview nears its conclusion, I 
offer Langerak the chance for unguided 
final words. “Make me sound good,” he 
blithely requests, amidst a customary bout 
of laughter. Fulfilment of his wry request 
didn’t require much on my behalf.

When H1N1 (so-called swine flu) broke out 
in Mexico, here in UK, and most importantly 
London, we were told everything was safe. 
There was nothing to worry about apart from 
what factor sun lotion to put on during the 
week or so of sunshine we call summer. 

Then this week Micah Richards, holidaying in Ayia 
Napa, contracted Swine Flu. He spoke of its debilitat- 
ing effects. 

“T felt so weak that I couldn’t move or eat,” he is 
quoted on skysports.com. “My friends had to bring me 
drinks in bed.” 

Am I the only one who raised a chuckle at the site 
of another EPL footballer being waited on hand and 
foot? They should have conducted tests at the start 
of the 2008-09 season because it is not inconceivable 
Micah played much of last season with HIN1 given 
his performances. 

“Tl get some stick from the lads when I do return, 
they will probably all turn up to training in surgical 
masks,” he added. He should have added another 
caveat. If they turn up at all. 

His discomfort at having to spend an extra week or 
so in the Cypriot resort, holed up in a five-star hotel 
aside, the spread of HIN1 could be the reason no 
player of note has so far signed on to play in the EPL. 
Worse, with CR7’s (now CR9) move to Real Madrid, 
Spain has not only made the EPL a little weaker it also 
has the three best players in the world. 

With player after player seemingly wishing to keep 
a safe distance from the home of football my question 
is what the hell is wrong with the EPL that makes 
foreign players shy away? 

When the breakaway Premier League started back 
in 1992 we were into the land of the unknown. There 
was a shortage of superstars but they soon emerged, 
and over the intervening years most were English 
(Shearer, Beckham, Sheringham, Ferdinand, Gascoi- 
gne) with the odd one out being a Welshman (Giggs). 
The foreign players gracing our shores were mainly 
confined to Scandinavians, whose physical stature was 
seen as just right for a physical league. 

That changed when various skill players moved 
here. Benito Carbone (1996), Paulo Di Canio (1997) 
and Dennis Bergkamp (1995). In Bergkamp here 
was a player who was the antithesis of the Nordics. 

A player so slow he probably didn’t go faster then 40 
in a sports car. A player who relied on a footballing 
brain and a great first touch. When playing over here 
Bergkamp always seemed to me like a Russian chess 
player playing against an immature protégé. He 
thought so far ahead of his opponents that during a 
game at St. James’s Park he’d spun the ball one way, 
turned the other and tucked it in the back on the net 
before the defender had time to raise his hand for 
offside let alone tug his shirt. 

But this isn’t a eulogy about Dennis. My point is the 
league may have changed into a less physical league 
due to the restrictions on tackling from behind yet it 
is still one of the most physical leagues in Europe. 
Because of this many foreigners, guys with the craft 
and skill of Bergkamp, may be put off coming. 

If so there’s nothing to be done about pure cow- 
ardice but it would be doing a disservice (and indeed 
would be a very short article) if I didn’t explore the 
reasons some players are loathe to come here. 

Rather than list the reasons let look at the main play- 
ers, the reasons they haven’t joined the EPL give more 
of an insight than mere explanation. 


Samuel Eto’o 
Manchester City has officially ended their pursuit of 
the Cameroonian goal machine and not a moment too 
soon. Only Eto’o knows if he had any real intentions 
of swapping silk for cotton, trophies for bankroll, but 
his stalling has probably been interpreted by City as 
trying to strengthen his hand with Barcelona, where 
his contract expires next year. 

It’s a common ploy, using a third club to get you a 
better deal, and one imagines John Terry could use 
City’s interest in much the same way. 


Kaka 
It was hard to imagine Kaka pulling on a City shirt 
when they made their mega offer in January. Since 
his move to Madrid a few weeks back he revealed the 
reasons he didn’t join the Eastland club’s “project” 
“With projects sometimes you don’t know how long 
the investment will be there for”, he was quoted in 
The Sun on June 28th. “Lots of clubs have periods 
of spending big money. But suddenly the investment 
stops when the owner decides to do something else or 
because of other reasons like a failing economy.” 
Am I the only one who admires his footballing intel- 
ligence off the pitch as well as on? There are certain 
Chelsea players who couldn’t put such a succinct 
sentence together without a five-minute delay for the 
thoughts to travel from brain to mouth. Not so Ricardo 
Kaka. He didn’t mention them by name but he could 
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easily be referring to clubs like Leeds and Blackburn, 
who piled cash into projects only to forget about 
laying the foundations with long-term youth projects. 
Chelsea should take note. 

Closer to Milan, he may also have been referring 

to Lazio who in the 1990s had an owner in Sergio 
Cragnotti who more or less bought a title under Sven 
Goran Eriksson by handing out cash as though it was 
monopoly money. Players such as Pavel Nedved, 
Alessandro Nesta, Juan Sebastian Veron, Hernan 
Crespo and Christian Vieri came and went. 

A financial scandal involving Cragnotti forced him 

to leave the club in 2002. This forced the club to sell 
their star players and the “symbol” of the club - club 
captain Nesta - in quick succession. 

Kaka may have known his footballing history when he 
said. “I felt the time was right for a change and Real 
Madrid are the club for me. They will always be a big 
club. Nobody can take away their history and their 
nine European Cups.” 

There’s no disgrace for City to lose out to such a club 
and Kaka’s transfer to Madrid was for the most gallant 
of reasons - footballing reasons - and not just to see 
more zeros on his Banco De Madrid statement, not 
that he’d move to Spain and take a pay cut though, 
he’s not that sentimental. 


Melo 
As he was part of my “Ten For The Prem” article I 
was delighted to see Arsenal had put in an offer for 
the Brazilian. What didn’t surprise me was the fact he 
seems destined to join Juventus. Like City’s pursuit of 
Kaka it’s no surprise Arsenal lose out to a team with a 
richer history and tradition. 

Sad to say it is also no surprise that Arsenal tried 
to get Melo on the cheap, which seems to sum up 
their transfer policy of spending small on players and 
charging sky high ticket prices. Maybe he preferred 
Juve all alone. The fact is we’ll only have known if 
Wenger had bid the €20-25 million Melo would have 
cost, or at least thrown in a couple of makeweight 
players that were actually worth €10million instead of 
thinking Eboue and Senderos plus €14million would 
sway the deal. 

Juve’s gain will be the EPL’s loss. 


Karim Benzema and Franck Ribery 
Apart from putting your best players under lock and 
key or providing their mouths with zip locks it’s hard 
to stop Real Madrid coveting them or to stop players 
from reciprocating the desire. 

Both Manchester United and Real Madrid got on 
their marks and left the starting blocks to get Benzema 
at about the same time. Real may have been more 
decisive about getting their man but it is clear with 
Benzema, as it is with Ribery, that moving to Real is 
what they wanted. 


David Villa 
Villa is the most interesting case. Valencia send out 
signals that he is for sale then suggest they have no 
intention of selling him despite their financial difficul- 
ties. All designed, the resident cynic in me suggests, 
to drive up the price. If Villa were footballing property 
he’d be somewhere plush in Central London. In the 
current economic climate there are only a few teams 
who could realistically afford the Spaniard but that 
hasn’t stopped Valencia playing hardball. It seems 
economic reality is left at the negotiating door in the 
world of football. 

Chelsea, Man United and Liverpool have been men- 
tioned as possible destinations but Villa has said he 
wants to stay in Spain. But Fernando Torres couldn’t 


resist coming to England and has become a better 
player for it so why not his Spanish strike partner? 

Apart from the inflated cost the answer, I believe, 
is ingrained into the psyche of most footballers. Villa 
is comfortable in Spain and has no desire to leave his 
native country. I imagine most players would take this 
stance even if there was a cast-iron guarantee they 
would become better players. 

Players in the top four leagues are averse to moving 
abroad and uprooting their comfortable home life. 
Despite my desire to see Villa over here it has to 
be said that Spanish players in the main are flops in 
any country other than their own. Gaizka Mendieta 
(Lazio), Jose Antonio Reyes (Arsenal), Marcelinho 
(Newcastle), Rafael Martin Vasquez (Torino) and 
Francisco Farinos (Inter — so bad that Inter haven’t 
signed a Spanish player since) spring to mind. 

Yet the success of Torres and Fabregas show that 
success is possible. Then again for every Fabregas 
and Torres there are others who would prefer to stay 
at home and take the easy way out by staying within 
their national boundaries. To that end it’s no surprise 
that players who are more likely to move to England 
like Bergkamp, Henry and Viera were already plying 
their trade abroad and had few qualms with switching 
countries. 

In my search to find out why the upper echelon of 
players does not come to England I did some research 
and found that historically the world’s best play- 
ers have rarely played in England. I’m not talking 
about the best home grown players like Gerrard and 
Lampard, but the créme de la créme of players from 
foreign climes.

Only Torres, TH14 and CR7 are foreign players to 
have been short listed during the last 10 years and 
only Torres remains. That doesn’t mean we don’t have 
one of the top leagues in Europe. That’s why I was 
baffled as to why more top players aren’t here, the 
type of players that make you stand up when they get 
the ball. Zidane came close to signing for Blackburn 
until Juventus came in for him and spoilt it for us. 

To be fair I haven’t forgotten that there is only a 
finite number of class players out there. So if we’ve 
not historically been home to the world’s truly elite 
players why am I stoked up about it? It’s because I 
don’t see anything wrong with this country and can’t 
fathom why the great players are not playing here. The 
biggest transfer so far has been Zhirkov to Chelsea 
and I don’t even know his first name! 

This of course hasn’t been for the want of trying. 
But that’s the problem, when players refuse to enter- 
tain the notion of coming here something inside me 
wants to mention the names of Torres, Arshavin and 
the recently departed CR fella as players who’ve made 
an impact. 

We also have the money, unlike years gone by. It 
must be so frustrating for Mark Hughes to have the 
dough to buy the Ferrari but the showroom won’t sell 
it to you. 


So how did we get to sign some of the world’s best 
players like Bergkamp? The trouble is when you look 
at arguably the best player in EPL to date, TH14, 

his transfer tale is the same as Bergkamp. Signed by 
Juventus from Monaco he played on the wing for The 
Old Lady and looked lost. It didn’t help that Serie 

A football was so defensive back then that Roberto 
Carlos was sold by Inter to Real Madrid because he 
crossed the halfway line too much. 

Henry was lost and Wenger gave him a way out that 
he grabbed before it could be taken away. The point is 
Robinho and Arshavin aside we don’t have much of a 
track record (look at Chelsea) of signing great players 
in their prime, and both of those players wanted to 
leave so badly they didn’t care where they ended up. 

To be fair, there haven’t been many English players 
who have ventured abroad lately either and given the 
money on offer at home some would say they don’t 
need the hassle of moving. Let’s also not underesti- 
mate the language barrier. 


Two More Reasons 

lam unsure if players are really unwilling to accept 
the physical challenge the EPL brings. Football is 
football whether it’s played at Camp Nou or Old 
Trafford. One thing that is clearly a factor, one which 
is rarely mentioned (I guess players are already 
perceived as greedy without fuelling the notion) is the 
UK’s 50% tax rate. Andrei Arshavin declared himself 
“unpleasantly surprised” when, upon looking at his 
wage packet, he realised he earned more money than 
at Zenit St. Petersburg but received less take home 
pay. Russia has a 13% income tax rate. No matter 
what you think of player’s wages answer this question 
honestly, would you like half your wages taken from 
you by the any government, especially that of a coun- 
try you can’t even vote in? 


Let’s also not underestimate the restrictions of foreign 
labour in the UK due to the work permit rules. As I 
understand it foreign players who are not EU nationals 
need to have played 75% of their countries interna- 
tional matches. Though none of the big names playing 
in Europe would have problems moving to England, 
up and coming players like Keirrison, who is expected 
to sign for Barcelona, would not qualify to play here 
under the current rules. It has been left to countries 
like Italy, Spain and Germany to snap up much of the 
Brazilian talent with the UK usually being a second 
—and more expensive - port of call for these players 
once they’ve gained EU citizenship. 

The answer would be to lower the tax rate for high 
earners and remove the restrictions on foreign labour. 
None of that is going to happen so I suggest FIFA ban 
Real Madrid, Barcelona, Inter Milan and Juventus 
from bidding for players that English clubs are after. 

That’s the only way to stop the top players turning 
up their nose when offered the chance to play in one 
of the best leagues in the world. It’s not as though 
we’re offering them Swine Flu is it Micah?.

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ARE THE GOONERS GONERS? 
Arsenal Must Avoid Getting Left Behind 


The new season is still a few weeks 
away, and there is still much transfer 
action to take place between now 
and then. So far the team which fin- 
ished fourth in the Premier League 
last season, Arsenal, have made one 
purchase in the guise of Thomas 
Vermaelen a defender from Ajax. 

Despite this acquisition, though, many 
pundits are predicting that the upcom- 
ing season could be a major struggle for 
the Gunners. The question that they are 
all posing, it seems, is whether Arsene 
Wenger’s men will get left behind next 
season? 

It is unarguable that Arsenal are one of 
the biggest sides in European football, as 
well as one of the top four best clubs in 
England. Last season they finished fourth 
in the league and reached the semi-finals of 
the two biggest cup competitions they were 
in, namely the Champions League and the 
FA Cup. Yet at no point during the season 
did they mount anything resembling a title 
challenge, and they were well beaten in 
both semi-final games against Manchester 
United and Chelsea, two teams which 
finished above them in the league. 

And it seems, if most pundits are to 
be believed, that over the course of next 
season the Gunners could slip not only 
further away from the three teams above 
them, but they could also finish lower 
than ever-strengthening teams like Aston 
Villa, Everton and even, to every Gooners 
dismay, Tottenham Hotspur. And of course 
there is the threat of the biggest money 
powerhouse around, Manchester City, 
mounting an attack on the Premier League 
big four. But why are the three times Pre- 
mier League champions falling further and 
further behind Manchester United, Chelsea 
and Liverpool, and maybe even Villa and 
City? 

It seems that most of the Gunners 
problems stem from their transfer funds, 
or at least their lack of said funds. Newly 
invested in Manchester City are able to 
throw money at any player which takes 
their fancy, such as Robinho or recently 
acquired Gareth Barry, whereas Arsenal 
seem to have to cast their nets over smaller, 
lesser known buys like Vermaelen. 


Arsenal will aim to return to the fray with a swagger next season. 


A great example of this has been the 
merry-go-round which has been Arsenal 
attempting to buy the Brazilian defensive 
midfielder Felipe Melo. For weeks there 
were rumours that the Gunners were after 
him until finally a concrete offer was made. 
Many people believed that this was the 
man that could make a huge difference to 
Arsenals season and who could make them 
once again challengers for the title. Yet 
the offer that was made was 14 million 
euros, no where high enough to bring over 
a player who had just recently performed 
extremely well for Brazil in the Confedera- 
tions Cup. Instead, Juventus, a club which 
has its own financial problems, seem to 
have flexed a little financial muscle that 
nobody knew they had by offering over 20 
million euros for the Brazilians services. 
Yet again Arsenal have been out priced and 
therefore could be missing out on a player 
who could have transformed the Gunners 
into title challengers. 

And it seems that any monetary problems 
that Arsenal have seem to be compounded 
by Arsene Wengers stubborn refusal to 
splash out on any well-known experienced 
players. Many of the Arsenal players have 
called for experience to be added to the tal- 
ented young players already at the club, yet 


Wenger time and again has passed up on 
older players who may have cost over ten 
million pounds in favour of younger talent 
who he believes can perform at the highest 
level with little to no previous experience. 
And what seems to be happening is that the 
best talent unearthed by Wenger is eventu- 
ally sold on to others clubs rather than rais- 
ing their wages in accordance with what 
other big teams pay their stars. Players like 
Flamini, who moved to Milan last summer, 
have been moved on by Wenger as either 
he or the club as a whole do not want to 
pay the high wages that top players seem to 
garner right now. This means that through 
a combination of lack of funds and a safety 
first manager, the Gunners appear to be on 
the verge of being left behind in both the 
title race and the fight for a Champions 
League place. 

That being said, I’m not sure I actually 
agree with everything that is being thrown 
at the Gunners right now. Looking back 
over the previous years it’s apparent that 
Arsenal, especially under Wenger, have 
never splashed out big on players and have 
never had bucket loads of cash to spend 
on wages and transfers. Yet Wenger was 
able, through a cultivation of young talent 
and often inspirational transfer purchases, 


to win three league titles, including a title 
win in 2004 in which his team lost zero 
games in the league all season. I can admit 
that most fans would like the purse strings 
opened a little more, yet I believe that most 
Arsenal fans have faith that Wenger is do- 
ing what is right for the club, not only on 
the pitch but also in the boardroom. And 
if spending cash was the answer, then why 
has Rafa Benitez not won a league title? 
The Liverpool team which he took over 
was not a million miles away from the top 
of the league, yet he still has failed to win 
the league, a feat which Wenger achieved 
in his first full season at Arsenal. 

And don’t forget that there is still over a 
month of the transfer window to go, and 
not all of the business that will be done has 
been completed. And even if Wenger fails 
to bring in any big names or any massive 
experience, I still believe that the Gun- 
ners aren’t that far behind United, Chelsea 
or Liverpool. It also remains to be seen 
exactly how well United will do without 
Ronaldo, who has been replaced by Valen- 
cia from Wigan and, shockingly, Michael 
Owen from Newcastle. 

So I guess we will have to wait and see 
what Arsenal will achieve next season. 
Either they will fall from grace, as many 
pundits are predicting, or they will shove 
all the criticisms of the club and of Wenger 
back in the faces of their doubters. Per- 
sonally, I think they are in with a shot of 
league glory, and I think they are still shoe- 
ins for a top four finish. And I certainly 
hope it’s not me who will be eating his 
words come this time next year.

BLAST FROM THE PAST 


TALES FROM THE COTTAGE 


Melbourne Victory took on English 
Premier League club Fulham at Eti- 
had Stadium on Saturday. It was the 
Cottagers first visit to Australia after 
one of their most successful seasons 
in their history. Thanks in large part 
to some superb performances by 
Socceroo keeper Mark Schwarzer 
Fulham finished in seventh place in 
the Premier League and qualified 
for European competition in the new 
northern hemisphere season. 

Though it does not have the cachet or 
the pizzazz of Chelsea or Arsenal, Fulham 
Football Club is older than either of them. 
Indeed it has a claim to be the oldest Lon- 
don club, founded in 1879, and is certainly 
the oldest of those London clubs playing 
in the Premier League today. In 1896 they 
moved to Craven Cottage which has been 
the home ground ever since, apart from a 
couple of years when it was being redevel- 
oped, when they moved to Loftus Road. 
Beginning in the Southern League, Fulham 
joined the Football League in 1907 bump- 
ing along in the lower divisions until 1949 
when they came top of the Second Divi- 
sion and won promotion to the top level in 
those days. Relegated in 1952 it took the 
club seven years to get back into the first 
division, but then came its best continu- 
ous spell of success until very recent times. 
From 1959 to 1968, Fulham graced the 
First division with a number of star players 
including Graham Leggatt from Aberdeen, 
a dynamic, goalscoring Scottish winger. 
Leggatt scored 134 goals in 277 games, a 
phenomenal return for a winger. Jimmy Hill, 
later to make his name as chairman of the 
Professional Footballers Association and a 
television personality, Jim Langley and the 
peerless Johnny Haynes, the first footballer 
to earn more than £100 per week. 

Haynes was capped by England 52 times 
and played 657 games for Fulham. His spe- 
ciality was accurate long distance passing 
bringing team-mates into play and shift- 
ing the focus of the attack. A bad car crash 
reduced his effectiveness and he retired in 
1970 after a career entirely spent with one 
club. The Fulham chairman for much of that 
time was the comedian Tommy Trinder who 
understood the value of show business in 
promoting football and played up the value 
to Haynes to the club and the game. 

With Haynes gone and the club relegated, 
Fulham fell away despite signing a number 
of top class entertainers including George 
Best, Rodney Marsh, Allan Mullery and 
Bobby Moore. Though they performed bril- 
liantly at times, their best days were behind 
them and Fulham could not regain its first 
division status. The closest it came was in 
1983 when it finished narrowly in second 
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Best: Scored heaps off the pitch and 
7 in 33 games whilst in London.

place. But it was a roller coaster period and 
in 1996 the club came very close to losing 
its place in the Football League altogether. 
Micky Adams was appointed manager and 
he just managed to steer the club out of 
relegation into the promotion in 1997. At 
that point the flamboyant owner of Har- 
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rods, the iconic London department store, 
Mohamed AI Fayed bought the club with 

a plan to transform it into a powerhouse in 
the sport. He said he would have the club 
in the Premier League within five years and 
managed it in four, when Fulham came up 
as champion in 2001. 
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Since then Fulham has flirted with relega- 
tion again but with Roy Hodgson as man- 
ager since 2008 it has begun challenging for 
a regular European place.

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STRIKERS TURN IT ON FOR LES MURRAY 
Wes 


Super League Round 15 
Western Strikers celebrated their Gala-Day, 
with special guest Les Murray, by thumping 
Para Hills Knights 4-0. 

Strikers rose to the occasion and secured a 
vital three points in front of a healthy turnout. 
The win sees them three points clear of the drop 
zone with Modbury on 10 points and Adelaide 
Hills on 8 points filling the relegation spots. The 
Hills however have two games in hand and are 
to meet Western Strikers on the last day of the 
season. All signs point to the relegation battle 
going down to the wire. 

Man of the match James Yong got the Strikers 
off to the perfect start after just five minutes 
scoring the opening goal. Brazilian midfielder 
Felipe Garcia tore through the Knights defence 
beating three players before firing a shot at goal. 
It was too hot to handle for Para Hills keeper 
James McKee and after a scramble the ball 
found Yong who headed the ball into the open 
net. 

The Strikers continued to dominate before 
Shane Tobias began to stamp his authority on 
the match for the Knights. Going with the wind 
in the first half, Para Hills used route one and 
the long ball to little effect with Andy Thorpe 
snuffing out the Knights attack. Tobias had 
plenty of the ball in the first half as he tried to 
link with front men Anthony Stam and Matthew 
Mullen. 

The second half brought a frantic opening 
with Para Hills pushing for an equaliser. They 
thought they had one when a Matthew Muscroft 
free kick was parried by Strikers keeper David 
Picca into the path of Michael Greco. Greco 
neatly tucked in the rebound but was found to 
be in an offside position. This proved to be the 
turning point as minutes later Strikers went 
down and scored their second. 

A Garcia corner was only half cleared by the 
Knights defence and Yong picked up the loose 
ball on 18 yards. He drove it low and hard goal 
bound and Eli Vlassis helped the ball into the 
net with a cheeky little back heel. 10 minutes 
later it was 3-0 as Garcia became more influen- 
tial. 

His free kick was deadly. Hit hard and with 
amazing curve, it landed in the path of Captain 
Chris McNichol whose glancing header gave 
McKee no chance. The celebration illustrated 
the importance of the day’s match in the club’s 
fight to avoid relegation. McNichol ran over to 
the supporters before being swamped by team- 
mates. 

Para Hills thought they had pulled a goal back 
but again it was disallowed for offside. Minutes 
later it was 4-0 as Garcia completed the rout. 

A free kick from virtually the same spot as the 
third goal, Garcia tried a different approach 
going directly for goal. What appeared an in- 
nocuous attempt slipped through the fingers of 
McKee and it was curtains for the Knights. 
Yong collected the man of the match for his 

role while Garcia and Paul Bearzotti were also 
among the best. Para Hills best were former Ad- 
elaide United defender Aaron Goulding, Shane 
Tobias and Alex Sunasky. 

Para Hills finals fate will be almost sealed 
should Adelaide City take maximum points 
against Adelaide Blue Eagles in the Monday 
night fixture. Round 16 has them host Adelaide 
City and could prove pivotal in deciding the top 
five should Blue Eagles defeat Adelaide City. 

Western Strikers meantime will travel to Ad- 
elaide Galaxy who is still a fair chance for the 
top five finals series. 

Raiders have potentially lost third spot while 
Adelaide Galaxy has kept its finals hopes alive 
after Galaxy ran out winners 3-1. 

Galaxy captain Paul Karritevlis was outstand- 
ing bagging a hat trick and man of the match 
honours. 

Leading 2-0 at half time Galaxy were able to 
hold off the Raiders and register its fifth win of 
the season. 

Raiders who defeated league leaders Camp- 
belltown a week earlier were unable to back up

with consecutive wins. They were without key 
players Dalibor Barisic, Mimi Saric, Daniel 
Scordo and Paolo Crisci. Former Adelaied 
United and Sydney FC player Bobby Petta lined 
up for his first game for the Raiders and ap- 
peared to lack match practise. He will no doubt 
be crucial in the Raiders finals campaign with a 
few games under his belt. 

Michael Cavallaro got on the score sheet for 
the home side in the second half however the 
young squad were no match for Galaxy who 
played the better football on the day. Richie 
Alagich could have levelled the match at 2-2 
but saw his 30m thunderbolt canon back off the 
crossbar. 

Former Raiders player Claus Christopherson 
was also a standout while Evan Kounavelis 
turned in a fine performace. 

For the Raiders Paul Mackey was best while 
Michael Acton and Kinglsey Francis again had 
solid games for the losing side. 

Raiders meet Modbury in round 16 in the 
Friday night clash with plenty on the line for 
both sides. Modbury are battling relegation and 
morale at Jet Park is at an all time low after a 
9-2 demolition from league leader Campbell- 
town. Raiders hold on to third spot temporarily 
however Blue Eagles play in Monday night’s 
fixture against Adelaide City and have a game in 
hand. Galaxy host Western Strikers who are for 
the moment clear of relegation. 

Campbelltown have registered the biggest Su- 
per League score in recent times after crushing 
Modbury Jets 9-2. 

The Red Devils have returned to the top of the 
Super League momentarily after Metro Stars 
clash at Adelaide Hills was postponed due to 
pitch conditions. 

Jason Trimboli continued his glittering form 
hitting the net no less than four times as Camp- 
belltown shot down the Jets. Trimboli took his 
season tally to 20, an amazing return for the 
league’s most accomplished striker. 

Speedster Matthew Deegan chimed in with 
two goals, while Michael Paleka, Joe Anello and 
young gun James Michalakos all found the back 
of the net. 

Campbelltown were missing Michael Me- 
nechella and Vas Parhas but young defender 
Luca Di Girolami filled the gap for the Red 
Devils. 

Modbury’s season appears in tatters as it lies 
second to bottom. It is three points behind safety 
and the Western Strikers while Adelaide Hills 
have two games in hand and could potentially 
leapfrog both the Jets and the Strikers. 

Russel Clayton and Rhys Devlin each scored 
for Modbury but it mattered little on a day 
where Campbelltown ran riot. 

Piotr Sapa was outstanding for Campbelltown 
with Trimboli and Michael D’Alosio collecting 
votes also. Daniel Crowl was Modbury’s best 
with Clayton and Devlin contributing. 

Campbelltown coach Rocky Aloisi preferring 
to keep his feet on the ground despite the blood- 
bath. “It all went pretty well. We started great 


and they opened up and we kept scoring.” 

Round 16 has first versus second in one of the 
biggest matches of the season. Campbelltown 
will travel to Metro Stars in a clash that could 
determine the minor premiership. With three 
rounds left every point is priceless in the lead up 
to the finals. 

Campbelltown will be without some big 
names for the epic clash against Metro Stars. 
Matthew Deegan will return to Greece while 
key player Domenic Signorello is also head- 
ing overseas. Aloisi also remaining calm about 
player availabilities, “I don’t think anyone has 
expected us to do so well, (with so many players 
missing). We’re just taking one game at a time 
and do what we can with what we have avail- 
able.” 

Modbury meanwhile will look to its Friday 
night fixture against the Raiders to regain 
some confidence and respect after the drubbing 
handed out by Campbelltown. 

Adelaide City and Adelaide Blue Eagles faced 
off in the Monday night fixture. Adelaide City 
lie in fifth spot three points clear of Galaxy 
before the start of the match. A loss to ABE will 
give Galaxy a sniff ofa finals berth. Adelaide 
City’s dream of a record 5 consecutive cham- 
pionships looks to have suffered a set back. 
Fifth spot, unfamiliar territory for the Black and 
White’s in recent years, City are not playing the 
brand of football that has brought them their 
previous four crowns. All they need though is to 
make the finals and they are a good chance. No 
doubt Damian Mori will have his charges ready 
come finals time. 

ABE meanwhile relinquished an early season 
eight point lead atop the Super League table and 
have been playing catch up ever since. Ironically 
the turn in fortune came against Campbelltown 
when the Red Devils defeated ABE 3-0 at home 
in round 8 and handed them their first loss of the 
season. Blue Eagles are equal third with a game 
in hand and a win against Adelaide City will 
have them overtake Raiders for third spot. 

Metro Stars clash at Adelaide Hills was post- 
poned due to pitch conditions. Metro temporar- 
ily hand top spot back to Campbelltown. Round 
16 has first versus second face off. A win for 
Metro would see them a point clear of the Red 
Devils with a game in hand. Metro’s final two 
games are against fellow top five rival Raiders 
and Modbury Jets on the last day of the home 
and away season. Campbelltown host ABE in 
the eastern derby in the penultimate round of the 
season while the Red Devils final match will be 
against Para Hills.

PORTER’S DISMISSAL AIDS UNDER PAR KNIGHTS 


Football is often described as the beau- 
tiful game, due to the skills and move- 
ment on display. Sadly this game was 

a far removed from the beautiful game 
as there were very few fluid moves or 
glimpses of skill. 

In fact the stand out player was former Eng- 
lish league player Andy Pettersen in goal for 
Joondalup, who showed why he had a career 
overseas in the English professional leagues 
from 1988 —2005. Called out of retirement to 
assist Joondalup he was superb, despite ending 
up on the losing side. 

The first half there was really nothing to 
report apart from squandered chances by the 
Western Knights. The worst offenders being 
Devlin who headed wide in the 20th minute 
when unmarked, and then headed straight at 
Pettersen in the 36th minute. Cormac Dawson 
should have scored in the 19th minute when he 
found himself unmarked at the back post after 
receiving the ball from a flicked on header, but 
he was slow to react and then only found the 
side-netting. 

Joondalup only created one clear cut opportu- 
nity in the first half when Knight’s defender Da- 
vid Annall slipped and Tommy Amphlett seized 
on his error and surged into the penalty area, but 
he too could only find the side-netting. 

In the 58th minute Knight’s coach Paul Price 
made a change taking off Mario Marcinko and 
replacing him with Duane Hepburn, Marcinko 
having injured his groin.

Three minutes after that the Knights had taken 
the lead and the ungainly Hepburn had broken 
the deadlock. A long hopeful ball was played 
forward, Pettersen came off his line, Hepburn 
beat Scot Blackmore to the bouncing ball and 
his looping header went over the stranded Pet- 
tersen and the Knights were 1-0 up. 

Soon after Joondalup also made a change, 
Joseph Lado replaced Benson- Cooper who had 
run out of legs. Once again the substitution paid 
dividends, as Joondalup equalised in the 72nd 
minute. 

Sammut brought down a clearance in the 
midfield and played the ball back to McDarby, 
who surged up the middle of the park and as 
he crossed the half way line released Lado. 

The young gangly striker looked to have 
knocked the ball too far ahead of himself as the 
Knight’s keeper Khuen came off his line, but he 
coolly lifted the ball over the diving keeper and 
watched it nestle in the back of the net. 

This goal buoyed 10-man Joondalup and Am- 
phlett could well have given them the lead in 
the 79th minute when he found himself through 
with just the ‘keeper to beat. He decided to take 
his shot early at the edge of the box and Khuen 
did well to tip his shot over the crossbar. 

Three minutes later he was left to rue that 
missed opportunity, as once again the Knights 
chose route one, the long ball, and once again 
it paid dividends. Hepburn again won the ball 
in the air, and his flick on fell to Campbell, 
who running to his left managed to fire the ball 
between Pettersen’s legs as he came off his line 
to close the striker down.

The much-anticipated derby between 
NSW Premier League leaders Sydney 
United and the Bonnyrigg White Eagles 
ended in a 1-1 draw.

Despite holding the initiative for most of the 
evening, the fourth-placed Sutherland Sharks 
failed to find the all-important breakthrough 
against the struggling APIA-Leichhardt (Syd- 
ney) Tigers.

SOCCER HOLDS KEY TO WEALTH AND INFLUENCE 


Cities which are home to a leading 
Soccer Club are winners not just on 

the field but in the game of political and 
economic influence, a Deakin University 
economist believes. 

In fact using a global analysis of soccer 
championships Associate Professor Mehmet 
Ulubasoglu has been able to use the game as a 
proxy to show the concentration of political and 
economic power across the world and within a 
country itself. 

“Successful soccer teams are the ones who can 
hire the best talent, a feat that requires command 
over relatively large resources that need to be 
raised from fans, supporters, merchandise sales 
and broadcast revenues,” Associate Professor 
Ulubasoglu told the Australasian Meeting of the 
Econometric Society at the Australian National 
University(7-10 July). 

“Typically most of these sources are local, but 
we would argue that teams that credibly contest 
championships are the ones located in cities 
which command relatively more resources. 

“You could tease out a reasonable measure of 
geographical distribution of wealth in any given 
country by looking at soccer championships and 
the relative importance of the cities these teams 
represent.” 

Associate Professor Mehmet Ulubasoglu said

Associate Professor Ulubasoglu said similar 
patterns had been seen as the world developed 
with such cities being labelled Romes without 
Empires. 

“Economists have long struggled with defini- 
tively measuring the implications of high urban 
concentration and its effect on the economic 
outcomes of a country partly because of the 
difficulty of measurement; cities’ populations 
do not always convert to a political influence

measure, “ Associate Professor Ulubasoglu 
explained. 

“So we developed an alternative measurement 
by creating an index of the distribution of soccer 
championships across cities in a given economy 
mimicking the geographic concentration of 
wealth and political influence.” 

Associate Professor Ulubasoglu said soccer 
had been chosen because it was one of the most 
popular sports in the world, played at profes- 
sional and amateur level. 

“A FIFA study found that more than 240 mil- 
lion people regularly played soccer in more than 
200 countries,” he said. 

“What made soccer particularly attractive 
for us is the fact that in professional premier 
leagues, teams competing for the championships 
have been associated with urban centres, any 
city worth its salt being represented by at least 
one soccer team in the league. 

“The study covers 100 countries, including 
Australia. Because not all countries’ favourite 
sports is soccer, the implications are cross- 
checked with a sub-sample of 45 countries 
which participated the FIFA World Cups - soc- 
cer is more likely to be a premier sport in those 
countries, - similar results hold. 

“Consider Germany and Paraguay, which, 
respectively, possess one of the lowest and the 
highest geographical concentration of wealth.
